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following comments. 

Adding the short description of Fig. 1 is appropriate. 
Applicant appreciates the Examiner's assistance in that regard, and 
agrees with that added description. 

Applicant does not agree to the title proposed by the 
Examiner. It fails to reflect the invention because it does 
not sav that the dwell time is adjustable or variable. That 
is a distinguishing and necessary feature of the invention. 

The title of a patent is a very important part of its 
legal content, and will influence the interpretation of the 
claims by the relevant federal court. Putting information 
elements into a new selected sequence is not merely copying, 
it creates new information because of a new relationship 
between those elements. 

If Examiner does not agree to retain the original title. 
Applicant will regard this as an appealable issue and will 
take an appeal on that issue alone.
